HOOVER SAYS IT LOWERS PRO- 
DUCTIVITY BELOW POINT 
FOR EXISTENCE.

NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—Two 
“dominant convictions’ in the 


mind of Herbert Hoover after 
his five years’ service abroad 
are that Socialism is “bank- 
rupting itself’ and that America 
must not abandon its moral 
‘leadership in restoring order in 
the world or to permit itself to 
be used for “experiments in 
social diseases.” 

In an address at a dinner to- 
night of the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical 
engineers, at which he was the 
guest of honor, he deciared that 
the philosophy of the Lenines 
and Trotzkys was destroying it- 
self “from a startling quarter in 
the extraordinary iowering of 
productivity of industrial com- 
modities to a point below the 
necessity for continued existence 
of their millions of people.’

WILSON SPENDS DAY TRAVELING. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ON BOARD PRESIDENT ‘WIL- 
SON’S SPECIAL TRAIN, Sept. 16. 
-~——~President Wilson today spent the 
entire day traveling, without inter-| 
ruption, for the first time since he 
started on his tour of the country 
in the interest of the peace treaty 
and the League of Nations covenant 
two weeks ago tomorrow. * 

As the train wound its way 
through the Siskiyou Mountains, in 
Southern Oregon and Northern Cali- 
fornia, en route to San Francisco, 
the President devoted much of his 
time to rest in preparation for two 
full days there, but tod occasion 
to catch up with some of his cor- 
respondence. 

A few short stops were made at 
various points along the route in 
Oregon and California, and the Pres- 
ident appeared with Mrs. Wilson on 
the rear platform of the car May- 
flower, and chatted and shook hands 
with the crowds. The President was 
cheered repeatedly whenever he 
faced a crowd. 

The California line was crossed 
shortly after 2 o'clock this after- 
noon, and the President was in the 
home State of Senator Johnson, one 
of the leadinx opponents of the 
League of Nations covenant.

WESTERN CROPS. 


Damage in State Runs Into - 


Thousands of Dollars. 


California Growers Wire Os- 
borne for Relief. | 


Hines may Increase Demur- 
rage to Hasten Release. 


BY RORERT B. ARMSTRONG. 
[EXCLUPIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of vegetables 
and fruits are being destroyed and 
damaged because of the shortage of 
refrigerator cars. Today the Califor- 
nia Vegetable Union wired from Los 
Angeles to Congressman Osborne 
to secure relief from intolerable con- 
ditions in the shortage of iced cars 
to prevent even greater loss of per- 
ishable products. 
At the same time the apple grow- 
ers of Oregon wired in demanding 
more cars for their products. Con- 


ysressman Osborne took the matter 


up with Director of Traffic Cham- 
bers, who said that evory effort was 
being made to secure more cars of 
this type, but that there was little 
hope of getting more than 300 to 
400 daily for California. He said 
that the soft fruits now were requfr- 
ing more than 30,000 refrigerator 
cars and that every effort was be- 
ing made to prevent loss. 

Kansas, an account of the short- 
age of grain cars, has demanded 
that refrigerator cars be supplied 
for the wheat, This of course has 
been denied, but there are not 
enough refrigerator cars apparent- 
ly to move the perishable fruit and 
produce. 

Demurrage on loaded cars of this 
type held at the terminals may be 
tremendously increased by Director- 
General Hines to force the prompt 
unloading and release of refrigera- 
tor cars. Some time ago the genera! 
car demurrage was reduced from 
$10 to $5 per car per day, and as a 
result some of the refrigerator cars 
are held from five to ten days while 
the western producers, with perish- 
able products, have no cars in which 
to ship. 

A committee consisting of Max 
Thelen, director of the division of 
public service, with Director Tyler 
of the division of operations, and 
director Chambers of the division of 
traffic, has been appointed by Direc- 
tor-General Hines to take steps to 
prevent delay or congestion at ter- 
minals and to force the prompt un- 
loading and return of the empty 
refrigerator cars.

BRITONS POORLY CLAD.

“MESS” IS SCANTY. 

As dusk fell we walked back to 
battalion headquarters, where the 
commander invited me to mess, 4 
supper of black break and butter, 
bean coffee and Russian soup called 
“kaputsa,” made of emall pieces of 
meat and sauerkraut. 

An old farm house served as head- 
quarters. One of the officers on the 
commander’s staff was a farmer who

INDEPENDENCE BIG ISSUE. 

[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ] 

REVAL, Sept. 13 (via Copenhagen, 
Sept. 15.)—In hunting around in the 
Baltic sector to find an explanation 
of why the campaign against the 
Bolsheviks is lagging you will. if 
you go a mile or two from Narva, 
run into a barbed wire fence. It is 
a high fence, very barbed, and 
zealously guarded by Esthonian sol- 
diers. It is the barrier between 
Esthonia and the little piece of 
liberated territory which is the re- 
public of Northwestern Russia. 

BOLSHEVIK MESSAGE. 

“The Russian soviet government 
offered to open peace negotiations 
with the Reval government. The of- 
fer has been accepted by the Reval 
government and negotiations will 
commance in a few days. Soviet Rus- 
sia has no aggressive intentions to- 
ward the newly-formed states on the 
borders of the late imperial Russia. 
From that standpoint Russia’s so- 
viet government offers to open nego- 
tiations with the Riga government, 
cease war, and compatibly work out 
peace terms.” 

Non-Bolshevik Russians here are 
much worried by the possibility of 
peace between the Baltic states and 
the Bolsheviki, which would relieve 
considerable pressure on the red 
armies and allow the sending of 
more troops against the non-Bol- 
shevik Russian armies. 

It is also logical to suppose that 
a Baltic at peace with the Bolshe- 
viki will decidedly not please offi- 
ciala of the various Allied missions 
in the Baltic states. who, with their 
governments, have assisted and 
worked in training and equipping 
the Esthonian and Latvian armies to 
fight against the Bolsheviki. There 
may be some significance in the 
fact hat the Bolshevik wireless pro- 
posal was sent at a time When po- 
litical and military leaders of Estho- 
nia and Latvia are conferring here 
on the Bolshevik problem among 
others. 

COMMON COINAGE, . 

The Esthonian and Latvian dele- 
gates have decided not .to establish 
a permanent inter-Baltic, but to hold 
periodical meetings of the Premiers 
and Foreign Ministers of the three 
countries. An agreement has been 
reached for a common money, using 
the franc as a unit, and there is to 
free trade between the two coun- 
tries in time of peace. 

The Bolsheviks have followed up 
their offer to Latvia and Esthonia 
by a clever move intended to cause 
a split betwéen the Allied and tre 
Baltic states.

The Esthonians say frankly they 
wil] not push forward uatil Amer- 
ica and England recognize and guar- 
antee Esthonian independence. Es- 
thonia expects that immediately the 
Kolchak armies crush the Bolshe- 
viks they will turn around and do 
a little strafing with the Baltic 
provinces until they promise to put 
aside the dream of nationality and 
come back Into the fold of greater 
Russia. 

‘What is true of Esthonia also is 
true of Lettland, Lithuania and even 
Finland, although Finland is now a 
full fledged republic. Kolchak and 
the Russian nationals are determin- 
ed that Russia shali not be dis- 
membered. Riga is the capital of 
Lettland or Latvia, as it is usually 
called. It was the greatest export- 
ing center of the Russian empire 
before the war. Reval, capital of 
Esthnia, was fourth. The national 
Russians refuse to have the Baltic 
provinces become nations and block 
Russia from these ice-free ports 

The Baltic provinces declare that 
since they are a different people 
from the Russians, speak their own 
languages, have their own customs 
and traditions, they must be recog- 
nized as separate and independent 
States. Kolchak has talked of au- 
tonomy, but Esthonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania put little stock in Rus- 
sian promises white or red. Thev 
think the only protection is their 
complete independence, recognized 
and aranteed by England and 
Amerfa. Which explains the barbed

PERSHING THANKED, 
SWORD IS WITHHELD. 


JOINT RESOLUTION PASSED IN 


CONGRESS, DECISION Is 
AGAINST PRESENTATION. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRK} 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Con- 
gress today formally extended its 
thanks to Gen. Pershing for his 
“highly distinguished services” as 
commander of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces and to his of- 
ficers and men for “their unwavering 
devotion and heroic valor through- 
out the war.” 

The joint resolution was adopted 
by the House and Senate very 
quickly. 

Opposition of several members, 
privately expressed, caused House 
leaders today to abandon the pro- 
posed gift of a sword to Gen. Per- 
shing. Republicans and Democrats 
were among those opposing an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 for the sword, 
contending that a vote of thanks to 
the general, his officers and men was 
sufficient. 

After the decision was made, 
Chairman Kahn, of the Military 
Committee, offered the resolution of 
thanks, which was adopted, Repre- 
sentative Schall, independent, Min- 
nesota, casting the only dissenting 
vote. It then went to the Senate. 
The resolution says: 

“The thanks of the American peo- 
Ple and of the. Congress.of the 
United States are due, and are here- 
by tendered, to Gen. John J. Per- 
shing for his highly distinguished 
services as commander-in-chief of 
the A.E.F. in Europe, and to the of- 
ficers and men under his command 
for their unwavering duty and valor 
throughout the war.”’

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LIFTING COTTON BAN 
BY BRITAIN GOOD SIGN 


INDICATES COUNTRY 1s AT- 
TEMPTING BO RESTORE 
NORMAL TRADE. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—Acting 


| Secretary of State Phillips said to- 


Gay that a cablegram from the 
American Consul-General at Lon- 
den dated September 16, announc- 
ing that the prohibition on the ex- 
Port of American cotton has been 
removed is another indication that 
Great Britain is attempting to re- 
Store the normal trade channels. 

Great Britain did not attempt to 
regulate the trade in raw cotton un- 
til the latter half of 1917, when 
the growing shortage of supplies in- 
duced the government to-set up a 
cotton control board,’ to license the 
importation of raw cotton, to ration 
cotton, to fix prices, and -to restrict 
the output of mills. 

The subsequent restriction of th- 
re-exportation of raw cotton was the 
natural result of the decreasing ship 
tonnage and the necessity for con- 
serving supplies of raw cotton. The 
re-export trace in raw cotton has 
been an important part of Great 
Britain's re-export trade. In 1913 
Great Britain imported 176,570,547 
pounds sterling, and re-exported raw 
cotton to the value of 9,142,914 
pounds aterling. 

The British war trade department 
January 23 last announced that ap- 
plications for licenses for the. ex- 
port of raw cotton other than 
Egyptian would receive considera- 
tion in avproved cases, and the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade on April 2 an- 
nounced that application for licenses 
for thd export for all forms of raw 
cotton .would receive consideration. 
Until after the issuance of this sec- 
ond order, very little cotton was 
being re-exported, but since then 
considerable quantities of Americar 
cotton have re-exported from 
Great Britain. 

During the first seven months of 
1919 Great Britain has re-exported 
raw cotton amounting to a value of 
3,452,587 pounds sterling. as com- 
pared with a value of 18,550 pounds 
sterling in the corresponding perto:! 
of 1918. It would appear that Great 
Britain now has done away with 
the system of licenses on the re- 
export of raw cotton.

AT GALVESTON PORT. 


MORE THAN 2000 LOADED CARS 
STANDING ON TRACKS WAIFT? 
ING FOR SHIPS.

GALVESTON (Tex.) Sept. 11.— 
Lack of ocean t onnage for handling 


the grain movement through the port 


of Galveston has brought about an, 
acute situation here. At the @¢ 

of August there were more than 
2000 loaded cars on the track here, 
in addition to ful} elevators. All told, 
there Were more than 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat on hand awaiting 
export. In the elevators and cars 


at Fert Wotth an additional 5,000,- 


600 bubhels were awaiting ship- 
ment. 

In order t6 obtain relief of the 
congestéd condition, the ‘Texas 
Grain Dealers’ Asso@lation, through 
secretary H. B. Dorsey, and .other 
organizations, appealed to Julius H. 
Barnes, director of the United States 
Grain Corporation, and to the 
tTnited States Shipping Board. It 
is urged that more ships be sent to 
Galveston to handle the traffic. 
Ocean tonnage for handling immedi- 
ately 6,600,000 bushéls of wheat, in 
addition to the ships already pro- 
vided for, is urgently needed, It is 
pointed out that elevators, mille and 
care aré now loaded to thelr capa-- 
city and that there & vast 
amount of grain in the hands of 
dealers and farmers. 

It is asserted by Ed P. yarn. traf- 
fic manager of the Fort Worth 
Freight Bureau, that one reason for 
the congested condition of the grain 
movement is the fact that the United 
States Grain Corporation is inclined 
to give preference to foreign ships 
because of the lower ocean rate, Be- 


sides the heavy wheat movement 


that is now underway, milo maize 


shipments from West Texas have be- 


gun. It is estimated that more 
than fifteen million bushels of maize 
and kindred sérghum grains wilt be 
harvested in that part of the State 
this year.-

SAVE YOUR FATS. 


Home Rendering of Suet and Leaf 


Fats that are derived from the 
cooking of bacon. ham, chicken. beef 
and other meats should be kept, 
each in its own receptacle, to be 
used for different purposes. 

Home rendering of both suet and 
leaf lard has its advantages, be- 
cause the product is generally su- 
perior to what can be bought for the 
same price. 

Both suet and leaf lard require 
cooking in order to loosen the fat 
from the tougher membrance that 
holds it. For thig purpose the ma- 
terial is cut in small .pieces and 
covered with water and allowed to 
cook slowly for some time until no 
more water remains and the scrap 
has turned to a light brown. 

A better method for suet is that 
used by German housewives, who 
economize on butter by the use of 
beef fat more than do American 
housekeepers. The svet is cut in 
small pieces and covered with wa- 
ier, in which it is ellowed to soak 
for a day, the water being changed 
once in the time. It ig then drained 
and put into an iron kettle with 
one-half teacup of skim milk to ev- 
éry pound of the suet. It should 
be cooked very slowly until the 
sound of boiling entirely ceases. 

When it has partly cooled it should 
be carefully poured off. This fat 
has no unpleasant taste or odor, and 
in many recipes may be substituted 
for part of the butter. Some cooks 
add a pound of leaf lard to four or

Blaze Breaks Out Anew in 


_ San Gabriel Canyon. 
Two Hundred Men Try Vainly 
to Curb Flames. 


Army Flyers Help; Visitors 
Warned of Danger. 


FOREST FIRE’S 
SPREADING FAR. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

ONTARIO, Sept. 16. — De- 
claring that his station was in 
immediate danger of destruc- 
tion and that the fire now rag- 
ing in the mountains to the 
‘northwest of Ontario was the 
worst in the history of the 
Angelus Forest Reserve, E. 
Cook, in charge of the gov- 
ernment lookout tower on Lit- 
tle Baidy, the dividing line 
between San Gabriel and San 
Antonio canyons, late this aft- 
ernoon telephoned to Ontario 
requesting that the orange 
growers of this section be ap- 
pealed to to send every avail- 
able man to save the water 
shed. 

Cook declared Webber's 
Camp: in Coldwater Canyon, 
either doomed or already de- 
stroyed and stated that a 
party of women who recently 
went to the camp were 
trapped there.

OMEBODY MUST WORK. 
Disagreeable as the prospect seems to 
a certain type of mind, the world is crying 
out for good hard physical labor and plenty 


of it, and not even the most Utopian so-— 


cialistic dreams can be accomplished with- 
out it. Somebody must positively do the 
work. 

But even after all the bitter experiences 
of war and its colossal destruction, even 
with the violent urge of the high cost of 
living generally and the comparative mea- 
gerness of production, there is a very large 
population whe still despise all that kind of 
work entailing physical exertion and .per- 
sist in the happy hope that someone else 
will always undertake that department. No 
matter how slender their supply of gray 
matter they fondly yearn for the job that 
directs other people’s exertions and pride 
themselves on what is generally a very 
mythical “organizing ability.” . 

Farmers find it almost impossible to get 
white labor. The white man, as a rule, has 
come to regard himself as far superior to 
farm labor, no matter how much he dis- 
approves of the oriental invasion of that 
field. All over California the land is being 
tilled by brown men — Japanese, Chinese 
and Mexicans—and at wages and profits 
which preclude all accusation of “under. 
selling” their good white brother. For the 
industrious brown brother is no fool and 
reaps the full reward of his industry. More- 
oyer he is comfortably cognizant of the 
“shortage” and sells his valuable, nay, in- 
dispensable, industry accordingly. 

It is the same in domestic work. House- 
wives complain of the difficulty of getting 
help and at the alarming wages demanded, 
But rather than get down to work them- 
selves they are filling the hotels and sapart- 
ment-houses and overwhelming the restau- 


‘rants and delicatessens with trade. 


This ease-and-cgmfort-loving, tendency to 
evade work is playing its vety important 
part in the high cost of living. The peo- 


ple who do the work are naturally capital-_ 


izing their supposed “martyrdom.” If ma- 
dame herself thinks housework such a 
dreadful thing thet she ig willing to sac- 
rifice home life for herself and family rath- 
er than do it, is it any wonder that the paid 
domestic worker does a little profiteering 
and strikes the hardest bargain to be 
wrung? 

If the white man regards farm labor with 
such contempt, is it any wonder that the 
industrious little brown lIsborer demands 
the uttermost farthing for filling the 
breach? 

Somebody must do the work. 

During the war all sorts and conditions 


of people took to work, hard physical work, { 


who had never worked before. In the cause 
of an inspired patriotism work became 
fashignable, worthy, highly esteemed. Yet, 


Row that the more direful urge is passed, 


a curious and deplorable reaction reems to 
have taken place. Work has lost its glam- 
our. Many a society dame who devotedly 
worked eight and ten hours a day for the 
Red Cross, for the Enlisted Men's Clubs, 
for Belgian relief and the countless other 
merciful causes scorns today to put half 
that amount of labor into her own house 
hold. Men who, in the army or the navy, 
valiantly and cheerfully did every kind of 
“menial” job that Uncle Sam wanted done 
are now standing aloof, regarding nothing 
but “brain” work as within their sphere. 
The very natural result of this condition 
is that tRe “brain” work market is flooded 
and remuneration unsatisfactory, while 


The situation is highly ironical. This 
great democracy was built on work, gen- 
uine physical labor. The people and the 
country thrived on it, our greatest men 
were bred from it. The whole basic foun- 
dation of the glorious success of this coun- 
try was work. We had no leisure class 
and bragged about it. We were proud of 
our “shirt-sleeved” statesmen and only our 


foolish hefresses held inherited idleness in. 


esteem. in every community there was a 
sort of natural suspicion of the person 


Who did no work, Such “idle rich” as we 


had we scorned and ridiculed. Our land 
Was opened up by white pioneers, our 
farms were tilled and made prosperous by | 
Americans, our cities were built and our 
big industries maintained by work, our 
own work. Those forbears” of ours felt 
nothing derogatory about work. 

And now the hope of the nation today is 
work. We must get back to work, for our 
pockets’ sake, our health’s sake, our chil- 
éren’s sake, for civilization’s sake. “Slack- 
er” was a term of deep reproach during 


the war—it must be a term of deep reproach 
today, 
Somebody teust work, and the sooner 


us, M@D or woman, appre- 
& are that SOMEBODY the 
sooner will happy, prosperous, norma! con- 
ditions be tored. Work, our own work, 
will defeat profiteer and striker allke. Only 
by work, our bwn work, can we become in- 
dependent of selfish greed, just as only by 
work, our work, could the Hun be defeated. 

Nor will this healthy return to work 
Prove any martyrdom. In evading work, 


’ productive, honest labor, we are evading 


our own happiness. There is no satisfac- 
tion to equa! the view of the successful 
products of our own labor, During those 
pitiful hunger marches of the unemployed 
in England five years before the war the 
great cry of “Our right to work” rang 
through the country and the response was 
echoed in every heart. But the modern cry 
is “Our right to idleness”—the slacker cry. 
Yet there would be no surer remedy for 
national {lls than: “Whatsoever thy hand 


‘finds to do, do it with all thy might.” 


QUARE DEAL WANTED. 

' In these getting together programmes 
for capital and labor more should be said 
about the representation of independent 
labor. The federation stands for nothing 
but itself and is in fact distinctly hostile 
toward any men or class not of its mem- 
bership. Yet it actually represents less 
than 20 per cent. of the labor of America. 
Why, therefore, should it be permitted to 
dominate any general labor conference? 
Must the tail always wag the dog?

EWSPAPER INDEPENDENCE. 

The Times receives occasional com- 
munications from certain of its big family 
of readers remonstrating because its ed- 
itorial policy ig not sufficiently partisan; 
because it commends certain utterances of 
President Wilson; because it has not ac- 
cepted the partisan opinion of some Re- 
publican members of the Senate in relation 
to the covenant of the League of Nations-—— 
in short, because The Times refuses to be 
led about by the nose by any group of par- 
tisan politicians. ; 

As far as the political opinions of The 
Times are concerned, they conform to the 
policies and the tenets of the Republican 
party. Its advocacy of Republican princi- 
ples ig so pronounced and persistent that 
none but those wilfully blind can misunder- 
stand; but this does not mean that The 
Times is tied hard and fast to leading 
strings. If the occasion ever arises when 
it is a question of party or country The 
Times will promptly declare for country 
first. 

The Times was advocating the creation 
of a League of Nations when Woodrow 
Wilson was applying for a Carnegie pen. 
sion. If the Republican party, through its 


_Mational committee or national platform, 


were to oppose America’s joining the 
league The Times would disagree and pro- 
test until such time as the party leaders 
should discover and confess their mistake. 
The Times has not receded fron its advo- 
cacy of the ratification of the league cove- 
nant because certain Senators high in the 
councils of the Republican party are in- 
sisting on qualifying amendments. 

There have grown up in this country un- 
der representative government two distinct 
styles of publications: the party organ, 
which is the politician's paper, and the in- 
dependent press. The party organ sup- 
ports certain groups in return for political 
or financial advantage. Its policies are 


draped about the special interests of these 
groups. These newspapers often sell their- 


space for political appointments, generally 
a salaried position on some board or com- 
mission. At one time twenty-five news- 
papers in California were subsidized by 
means of salaried State jobs given to some 
owner or member of the staff by the old 
Johnson machine. | 

Other papers were subsidized by the Dem- 
ocratic national edministration. Thei: sup- 
port was purchased with public money and 
the best and worst that can be said for 
them was that they tried to repay with the 
support of their editorial and news col-

DAYBREAK EVERYWHERE. 


BY CHARLES COOKE WOODS. 


That radiant title is the name of 


a new and luminant book by Dr. 
Charles Edward Locke, pastor in his 


_ twelfth year of the First Methodist 


Church of Los Angeles. The apt ti- 
tle is from Longfellow's last lyrical 


utterance. The book has eleven 
chapters of courageous and cheerful 
reconstructive messages. They are 


the cream (and the cream is thick 


end golden) of the addresses in 
Christian patriotism given by Dr. 
Locke in the pulpit of the First 
Methodist Church in recent months. 
They are now “booked” and are im- 
mensely worth while. They are as 
readable as they were hearable at 
the time of their deliverance to the 
throngs who heard them. © 
Emerson said the universe has 
three children, the Knower, the Say- 
er and the oer. At this rate 
Charles Edward Locke would 


be triplets, for he is all three. He 


knows clearly, he says eloquently 
and he does valiantly. 

“Daybreak Everywhere” is lucid 
and intalligible, This is worth men- 
tioning, for there are books hy oth- 
er famous authors which are not 
easily understandable. It is related 
that a famous Englishman on a day 
of convalescence from a serious 
sickness called for some of the new 
books to read. Among them Was 
Robert Browning’s “Sordello” just 
from the p ‘The great man 
eagerly seized it. In twenty min- 
utes his wife in an adjoining room 
heard the groans of her husband. 
She hastened to his bedside and 
found him pressing his head be 
tween his two hands ahd breathing 
excitedly. On asking him ff he was 
in pain he replied in tones of dis- 
tress; “I am greatly alarmed, my 
dear, for here is Robegt Browning's 
latest book and I cannot understand 
a single page of —ah me, I am 
certainiv losing my mini!” The 
thoughts in “Daybreak Biverywhere” 
are rooted in the deeps, but they 
are as lucid as the staffs. No light 
that I know of has yet been devised 
which can find its way through the 
deep sea fogs. This writer does 
not fumble, but with a sure-footed 
faith finds his way through the 
black smoke of an embattled world 
and shows the reader clearly that— 
“Behind the dim unknown 
Standeth God within the shadow, 
Keeping watch above His own.” 

' The writer of “Daybreak Every- 
where,” in his own characteristic 
Way, presents the thought that, so 
far as Germany was concerned, her 
recent. military outbreak was an 
effort on the part of Kaiserism 
to drive Christianity out of the 
world. In this Dr. Locke agrees 
with Dr. John A. Hutton of 
England in the last chapter of his 
“Ancestral Voices.” This iast chap- 
ter of Hutton’s book i¢ entitled, “Is 
History Repeating Itself’? In this 
illuminating book by Dr. Hutton it 
is clearly shown that as Julian, the 
briliant but perverted Roman Em- 
peror of the fourth century, defi- 
nitely tried by force of arms to de- 
stroy Christfanity, so William Ho- 
henzollern and the savages associ- 
ated with him repeated this dark 
and ambitious effort and dream of 


‘military materialism. Hutton makes 


a striking paralle] between the mili- 
tary effort of Julian of the fourth 
century and that of the now over- 
thrown Junker Kaiser of Germany. 
Dr. Locke presents his penetrating 
interpretation in the seeond chap- 
ter of his book, entitling it “Time 
a Just Retributer.”’ 

“Daybreak Everywhere” has a 
fine and satisfying literary finish. 
It is cameoed down to crystalline 
expression. Each living word fits 
its place like a finger in a glove. 
But under all this finish of form 
the soul of life and thought are tre- 
mendously astir. The author's ut- 
terance is as spontaneously fresh 
as the dew of morning. 

It is just the book for these trou- 
bled days. It has just what we 
need to steady us in these shaken 
times. “Daybreak Everywhere” is 
published by The Abingdon Press, 
New York City.

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‘BE KIND TO SHOES:. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


You can cut cost of footwear in 
half without injuring a single prof- 
iteer if you will just treat your shoes 
with the kindness, care and consid- 
eration which a good brogan de 
serves. 

This cheering news comes from 
the United States Bureau of Chem- 
istry. While most of the other gov- 
ernment departments are loud oa 
the track of the profiteer, hoping to 
bring down the price of shoes, the 
chemists have turned their attention 
to the problem of making the ex- 
pensive shoes last longer. 

These chemists would change your 
whole attitude toward your shoes 
The cold indifference with which 
the average man treats these inti- 
mates of hi’ daily life is little short 
of criminal. After walking on them 
all day he seldom gives them a 
thought at night, but pitches them 
into a corner to lie neglected until 
morning. If they get wet he often 
puts them on the radiator and short- 
ens their lives by allowing them to 
become hard and dry. He seldom 
gives them a rest or a bath or a 
good magsage, as he should do. 
Gnee in a while he lets a boot 
black clean them with a caustic or 
acid solution, which is about as good 
for them as laundry soap is fér the 
face, and afterwards rub them into 
a shine, and he does this solely from 
motives of vanity and not for the 
good of the shoe. 

But the time is ripe for a great 
reform in the relations between you 
and your shoes. You are becoming 
more acutely conscious of your foot- 
wear every day. In the good old 
days when your shoes were w 
three or-four dollars you didn’t care 
how far you walked, and you went 
right through puddles like a boy 
in a new pair of red-top boots. But 
with a ten-dollar bill tied up in each 
foot it’s a different matter. It costs 
you a nickel to travel a block under 
your own power. Riding on the 
street cars is becoming an economy, 
and the constitutional stroll a lux- 
ury that only the rich and the bare 
foot can afford. 

Every man, woman and child in 
this country wears an average of 
three pairs a year. In England the 
average is two and one-half pairs 4 
year. With the price of shoes soar- 
ing higher every month and the pre 
diction of shoe dealers that shoes 
which sold for $10 and $15 this sum- 
mer will sell for $15 and $20 during 
the winter it is plain to the man 
in the street that the shoe item will 
be an important one on the yearly 
budget. 


How many people go to the tro 
ble of oiling their shoes? The num- 
ber is small. But ft is just a little 
thing like oiling the shoes that pro- 
longs their lives. According to these 
government leather experts grease 
or oll should be applied to the shoes 
whenever the leather begins to get 
hard or dry... The shoes should be 
brushed thoréughly, and all the dirt 
and mud that remains washed off 
with warm water. No water should 
be allowed to remain on the leather, 
but the shoes should be rubbed dry 
with a soft clo Oiling the shoes 
should be done More frequently in 


the winter, so as to protect the . 


leather against snow and slush. 
Instead of paying a dime for a_ 
Shine every time your shoes get a 
little dirty you are advised to use 
some castor ofl. This is a good 
thing for dress shoes as it is poss!- 


‘Die to work up a bright shine over 


it. It should be applied lightiy at 
night to the dried shoe by rubbing 
the oll into the leather well, espe- 
clally along the welt, where the sole 
is sewed to the upper. When you 
get up in the morning you can pol-’ 
ish the shoes until they look almost 
like patent leather. A little elhow 
grease will do the trick. Tan shoes 
are, of course, slightly darkened by 
grease and even by polish. Do not 


apply any oil or grease on rubber 


heels or composition soles, since 
such application is unnecessary and 
injurious: 

Work shoes, which are not to be 


hand can comfortably bear and 
should be rubbed well into, the 
leather, especially along the welt, 


Baddle soap, which is made from 
olls, is the best thing with which 
to wash the shoes. It takes the dirt 
out of the leather and makes {ft soft 
ana pulaocie. it also adds to the life 
Of the leather. 

In using saddle soap you should 
wash your shoes and let the suds 
stay on the leather over night. In 
the morning wipe the shoes with 
soft rag and rub with a shoe brush. 
This simple little process makes 
the shoes look like new.

FAIR-PRICE BOARD 
FILES FIRST REPORT. 


FEW RECOMMENDATIONS MADE 
AS WORK SO FAR ONLY 
PRELIMINARY. 


A review of the proceedings of the 
Fair Price Committee was contained 
in the first report sent te the Mayor 
at the close of its meeting, yester- 
day. The report is largely prelim- 
inary and makes few recommenda- 
tions. As soon as the board has in- 
vestigated farther the Mayor will be 
advised regarding the  find'ngs. 
United States District - Attorney 
O'Connor and Dist.-Atty. Woolwine 
will also be supplied with copies to 
aid them in any prosecutions they 
may wish to make. 

The report tells of the investiga- 
tion into the packing industry and 
advises the housewiie to buy cere- 
fully. The reasons given in the re- 
port for prevailing prices are that 
the people are demanding the choice 
cuts of mea’ and leaving the stews 
and chucks on the dealers’ hands. 
They are therefore forced to charge 
more for steiks and chops. 

The reported decline in the price 
of sugar is also brought before the 
Mayor. The rise at the beginning 
Jef last week ig mentioned and the 
report says there was a decline as a 
result of publicity given by the 
board. The board promises early re- 
lief from the freight now charged 
on loca] sugar. The tariff charged 
on sugar refined near Los Angeles 
is the same as the rail rate from 
San Francisco. it ig stated. This, 
the board declares, is unfair. The 
report states that these findings on 
sugar have been made known to the 
Department of Justice. 

“We are at present making an ex- 
tensive investigation of prices on 
meats, butter and eggs, canned 
goods and fresh vegetables. and ex- 
pect to report on these articles in a 
week or ten days,” the report con- 
cludes. It is signed by Dr, Thomas 
H. Lane, chairman, and Harry C. 
Watts, secretary. 


LABOR LAW FOR 
WOMEN AND MINORS. 


MODIFIED WAGE AND WORKING 
CONDITIONS EFFECTIVE 
IN STATE TODAY. 


A minimum wage scale of $13.50 
per week for women and minors em- 
ployed by hotels, cafeterias and 
apartment-houses will become ef- 
fective today. In the new law, 
which was sponsored by the State come 
Industrial Welfare Commission, are 
several features which will insure 
for the women and minor employees 
better wages and better working 
conditions. 

If a woman works but three hours 
@ach day. she is entitled to pay for 
not less than thirty-five hours each 
week. If she works from three to 


32% cents per hour for her labor. 
One day of rest in seven is pro- 
vided for in the act, but the pro- 
vision will not be enforced during 
the next sixty days. as there is a 
shortage of employees at thig time, 
caused by the employment of s» 
many women and minors in the can- 
neries, but if it is necessary that 
women and minors be employed ou 
the seventh day, the Industria] La- 
hor Commissicn must be notified one 
week in advance, and the employe 
will be entitled to draw one and one- 
quarter times as much pav ar on the 
other six days. _ 

Any employer caught violating 
provision of the new law will be 
punished by a fine of $50 or impr's- 
onment for thirty days. 

Though the weekly minimum wage 
is set at $13.50, a charge of 75 centa 
a day for meals, where the em- 
ployees are boarded, may be de- 
ducted.

LABOR LAW FOR 
WOMEN AND MINORS. 


MODIFIED WAGE AND WORKING 
CONDITIONS EFFECTIVE 
IN STATE TODAY. 


A minimum wage scale of $13.50 
per week for women and minors em- 
ployed by hotels, cafeterias and 
apartment-houses wil] become ef- 
fective today. In the new law, 
which was sponsored by the State see— 
Industrial Welfare Commission, are 
several features which will ineure 
for the women and minor employees 
better wages and better working 
conditions. 

If a woman works but three hours 
each day. she is entitled to pay for 
not less than thirty-five hours each 
week. If she works from three to 


32% cents per hour for her labor. 
One day of rest in seven is pro- 
vided for in the act, but the pro- 
vision/ will not be enforced during 
the next sixty days. as there is a 
shortage of employees at this time, 
caused by the employment of s 
many women and minors in the can- 
neries, but if it is necessary that 
women and minors be employed ou 
the seventh day, the Industria] Le- 
»or Commissicn must be notified one 
week in advance, and the employe 
will be entitled to draw one and one- 
quarter times as much pay ar on the 
other six days. 

Any employer caught violating 
provision of the new law will be 
punished by a fine of $50 or imprts- 
onment for thirty days. 

Though the weekly minimum wage 
ts set at $13.50, a charge of 75 cents 
a day for meals, where the em- 
ployees are boarded, may be de- 
ducted.

_ ADDED RISE IN PAY. 


WORKERS IN THE POWER AND 
WATER DEPARTMENTS ACT; 
DEMAND CONSIDERED. 


The Public Service Department 
Association, representing more than 
700 employees of the municipal wa- 
ter and power departments, yester- 
day sent to the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners a demand for 
a new schedule of wages and salaries 
that would require an increase of 
more than $26,000 per month. 
The communication stated the 
schedule of rises proposed is pre- 
sented because the advances pro- 
vided for recently were not s#atis- 
factory, and the continued high cost 
of living makes more remuneration 
Imperative, 

“This is a cl issue so far as 
being amenable to argument is con- 
cerned,” declared the statement. It 
set forth thet increases allowed 
amounted to 8.61 per cent. in the 
water department and 13.49 per 
cent. in the power department, and 
that only 15 per cent. increase ia 
pay has been allowed since 1914, al- 
though living expenses have  in- 
creased 88 per cent. 

The document declares that, tv 
grant the increases proposed, the 
public service departments would 
have to curtail extensions of lines, 
ete., only 6.25 per cent.

Against Anarchy. 


That intervention by the United 
States in Mexico would be only for 
the best interests of the people of 
both fepublics, ahd that the only 
way to prevent such intervention is 
for the leaders of Mexico to patch 
up their differences and join to 
liberate Mexico from anarchy, were 
two of the statements made yester- 
day by, Gen. Frank C. Prescott, 
speaking before 8000 persons 
gathered in the grove at Selig Zoo 
to celebrate Mexican Independence 
Day. 

The story of Mexico is a glorious 
one,"’ said Gen. Prescott. “She con- 
trols the destinies of a people whose 
history provides a peer for every 
hero and heroine that ever lived. 
I need not enumerate the names of 
those great patriots. They can all 
be summed up in one name which 
that of Washington, 
and that name is Hidalgo. The 
Mexican race has withsood oppres- 
sion in the past and surmounted it, 
has faced every danger and emerged 
victorious and I, for one, believe 
that there are millions of people 
in America who have faith in the 
integrity and bright future of your 
nation. 

“However, today we find one great 
fault with Mexico and that is the 
lack of confidence in her people to- 
ward one another. If your leaders 
can only be persuaded to get to- 
gether before the United States is 
compelled to intervene, it would 
solve all your troubles and make 
unnecessary an undesirable and un- 
desired invasion for the purpose 
ef protecting both Americans and 
Mexicans.”’ 

The crowds began to congregate 
at Selig Zoo early in the morning 
and kept coming until evening. A\l- 
together about 5000 visitors were at 
the zoo and Lincoln Park, in which 
place an “overflow” meeting was 
held, especially for the benefit of 
the children.
